The chief executive made his rec­ 
ommendations in the first compre­

blueprint of the nation’s 
economic outlook under the so-ca.l- 
ed full employment act. 
It was 
the president's second m ajor mes­ 
sage to congress this week. 
‘T »sound Fiscal Policy” 
In the present economic situation, 
it is clear th a t it would be unsound 
fiscal policy to reduce taxes. 
"Everyone is agreed th a t the tax 
burden is great and should be re­ 
duced as soon as possible. 
W hen 
reductions come, it will be impor­ 
tant that they be fairly and equit­ 
ably distributed, that they contrib­ 
ute to the m aintenance of purchas­ 
ing power by reducing the burden
